THE “STUPENDOUS POLITICAL SCHEME.” 
The information comes from Washington 
that certain politicians are inclined to regard 
the recent whisky-seizures as part of a 
stupendous secret political scheme,” having 
for its purpose the removal of some of the 
most prominent officeholders throughout the 
country, and their replacement by the sup- 
porters of other political magnates, Perhaps 
so. In fact, we hope so. Probably the ex- 
ure of the frauds in the mail-contracts, 
the indictuient of men who have been bribing 
department clerks, the suppression of the 
mail-bag swindles, and the reforms in the De- 
partment of Justice incident to Judge 
Prerreront’s supplanting Wan, are also 
parts of the same “ stupendous secret politi- 
cal scheme.” If so, we are inclined to have 
more faith in this political scheme than any 
other which has been devised of late years. 
It promises to accomplish more than all 
the independent party movements that have 
been conceived by enthusiastic reformers. It 


‘is the only scheme we have noted that is ikely 


to weed out corruption in official cireles and 
confirm.public confidence in the administra- 
tion of the various functions of Government. 
It is a scheme which may, as certair politi- 
cians seem to apprehend, involve the re- 
moval of a good many officeholders; but we 


do not see how any interest is to be adversely 


affected by this change, except that of the 
officeholders themselves, and their patrons 


in higher places. Such an interest being 


personal and selfish, it may be sacrificed 
without any injustice if the public weal is to 
be aided thereby. : 
The simple fact is that President Gaar, 
in calling to his Cabinet such men as Bristow, 
mem, and Furor, has surrounded 
himself with a class of men eager and compe- 
tent to reform the public service wherever 
negiect bas allowed

ment, which is the true reading of what the 
politicians are calling ‘‘a stupendous secret 
political scheme.”

It is simply im- 
possible that frands so bold and ex- 
tensive as those which have been 
recently exposed could have been suc- 
cesafully carried on without the con- 
nivance and co-operation of a large number 
of officials connected with the Revenue De- 
partment.

At the time the Chicago | 
building was ordered by Congress, a building 
for the same purpose.was ordered at Cincin- 
nati. Inthe neighborhood of Cincinnati, and 
in other places in Ohio, there are numerous 
quatries of different kinds of building stone. 
Within 20 miles of Chicago is an extensive 
deposit of white marble, which marble has 
long been used in this city, and of which the 
great majority of the buildings in Chicago 
before the fire, and of the prosent Chicago, 
were built. It isa handsome stone, capable 
of finished ornamentation, as durable as any 
limestone, and easily worked. 

Ig choosing stone for the Chicago Custom- 
House building, the Government officers se- 
lected a stone called Buena Vista stone, from 
@ quarry near Cincinnati; and for the Ous- 
tom-House at Cincinnati they selected gran- 
ite from a quarry in the State of Maine!

THE NEW SOUTH. 

There are many evidences of another new 
departure in Southern affairs. The experi- 
mental and probationary period of the extreme 
South seems to be nearly at an end. 
There has been a marked change in public 
sentiment within the past few months,—a 
change in Northern sentiment s to the real 
eondition of the Southern people, and a 
‘change in Southern sentiment as to the real 
disposition of the people of the North toward 
the South. Much of the trouble at the South 
has arisen from a mutual misunderstanding 
between North and South. Northern senti- 
ment has been heretofore mainly con- 
structed upon the outrages committed in 
communities that were infested with 
the vicious and desperate classes left 
by the War, composed largely of men without 
family ties, without oceupation, without 
means, and unrestrained by moral or social 
influences in the indulgence of their passions 
and prejudices. Southern sentiment has 
been forced into a false, narrow, and resent- 
ful tendency by the influence of Northern 
men who have gone into the South to live 
upon politics as a business. The fire-eaters 
at the South and the carpet-baggers from the 
North have been accepted as the types of 
sentiment on either side, and the result has 
been a constant clashing of interests, and an 
uncompromising dissension which has pre- 
vented the reorganization of society, corrupted 
the politics, and ruined the business of the 
country. There is no doubt that there have 
been deliberate misrepresentations on both 
sides, calculated to maintain and increase the 
dissensions, but much of the trouble has 
come from mere misapprehension, which was 
dishonest only in the neglect to take proper 
r to ascertain the truth. We at the 
N have been too ready to accept every 
exaggerated report of negro oppression ; they 
at the South have been too suspicious of the 
motives ef every Northern man who has 
dome among them. The new era which we 
think we see ahead for the Southern people 
is to be reached by simply bringing the peo-

BRITISH V8. AMERICAN BARBARITY. 

Until we began to celebrate centennials, we 
were happily ignorant that our forefathers and 
foremothers were not only maltreated by 
British troops, but that they maltreated their 
enemies in turn. Outrages have been piled 
mountain-high on the unlucky Hessians, who 
were probably no more devils than they were 
angels; but the regular on one side and the 
rebel on theother have escaped for many years 
any censure for barbarity. Among the many 
things recently raked out of forgotten garrets 
and records, however, have been a number of 
instances of alleged cruelty. The English 
newspapers have reprinted extracts from their 
predecessors of a century ago, from which it 
appears that the British public was in- 
formed, in 1775, that the American 
minute-men af Lexington scalped the 
dead regulars, murdered the wounded, 
and generally played savage to perfection - 
On the other hand, the resurrected American 
press testifies in trumpet tones that the red- 
coats sacked and burned houses, outraged 
women, and, in one case at least, murdered a 
mother and her little child together. After 
due allowance has been made for the hasty 
exaggeration bred of warlike excitement, a 
residuum of truth doubtless remains in each 
of the stories. A grenadier, chased like a 
hunted dog for miles by unseen enemies hid 
behind rock, and fence, and tree, and hailing 
bullets into the staggering ranks, could 
scarcely be expected to be anything but a 
brute long before the gauntlet was finally run 
and Cambridge Town reached. .As for the 
minute-men, they were but men. War 
maddened them, and there may have 
been savagery of which the per- 
petrators were scarcely conscious When 
the day’s bloody work was done, or 
which they bitterly repented.

Unable to provide food for 
herself and orph&ns, she could not pay the bal- 
ance of the bill on time. . The agent, with the 
aesistance of a Deputy-Sheriff, forcibly carried 
away the machine, refused to refund the money, 
and pointed to a printed contract entered into by 
the woman as his justification for so doing. 
The widow offered to borrow the necessary sum 
to make the last payment, but the agent 
demauded $5 extra for the eosts incurred 
in the seizure. It is comforting to know 
that the Justice deciared that by paying thirteen- 
fourteenths of the purchase-money the woman 
had acquired some titie to the property, and 
compelled the agent to refund the $65 already paid 
to him. The decision was most just, and will be 
some slight consolation to poor people similarly 
situated. The price of sewing-macbines is 
so outregeously high, and the profits on them so 
enormous, that oppressive terms ought not for a 
moment to be tolerated. It is, perhaps, owing to 
the fact that the purchasers are mainiy women, 
poor, ignorant, and defenseless, that the sewing- 
machine agent has assumed the oppressive and 
sometimes pestilential character complained of.

BECINNING OF THE END. 
THE DAY'S PRELIMINARIES,
